The combination of Lathrop, Barker and Ma clearly indicates that the novelty of the presently claimed invention is indeed rendered 
obvious. 

As per re-attempting to send the data (i.e. attempting to re-send the data) in a client/server object-based computing system, Lathrop, in its 
clear context, explicitly discloses this functionality as shown by the detailed mappings in the previous office action. 

As per the teachings where the object includes data and functionality, Ma, in its clear context, explicitly discloses updating objects, in an 
object-oriented computing system (fig. 2). Technically, the objects in an object oriented computing system includes data and functionality. 
The fact that the instant claim includes the objects wherein the object comprises data and functionality cannot be made the basis for 
patentability. Objects, data and functions are all well known in the object-oriented computing system. Furthemore, applicant's attention is 
directed towards the MA references, as MA relates to updating a distributed object-oriented applications and applicants originally filed 
specification, wherein applicant specifies that the objects are generally programming units which includes data and functionality 
(specification, pg. 10 lines 25-33).
